- Trial, 


The Assassin Makes One of His Usual 
Speeches —Cengressional--Polit- 
ical News—Gossip. 


The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON. December 7.—The Criminal 
Court was densely crowded this morning. 
Among the agdience was Gen. Sherman and 
Rev. De Wité Talmage. To-day the prosecu- 
tion commence in rebuttal to abolish the 
theory of insanity, as set upby the defense. 
In doing this they will retraverse the ground 
gone over by the defense, and from the stand- 
point of the prosecution will thoroughly ven- 
tilate Guiteaw’s past life and habits,begioning 
witb his early life in Freeport and conclud- 
ing with < the vast amount of 
expert testimony obtainable in court. 


As soon as the court opened Guiteau ad 
dressed th: jcourt in rather imperious tones 4s 
foliows; ‘“*May it please your Hunor, 
the American eon dv not desire 
this case shall be tried again,and I do not 
desire it. I say, with the utmost respect to 
this court and jury and my counsel, Seoville, 
that I am not gatisfied with the political 
situation as developed here in 
this case. That is the gist of this 
alleged defense, The President of the United 
States would never have been shot if it had 
not been for the politica] situation which ex- 
isted last May and June, and J say [ have the 
right, as a matter of law, as appearing as my 
own counsel,to ask your Honor that Gen.Grant, 
Senators Coukling and Platt and President 
Arthur and those kind of men, who were so 
down on Ga) field that they would not speak 
to him on the street and would not goto the 
White House, shall be put on the 
stand. I have the _ right to show 
my personal relations to those gentlemen,tbat 
I was cordially received by them and that I 
was well dressed and well fed at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. J] want to show my personal 
relations to those men. i don’t 
want to wept to our Hon- 
or’s ruling, but, ft shall be 
obliged to do so, andI have no doubt the 
court in bane will give me a new tria!.”’

As usual there is the customary budget of 
exciting rumors from the Belleville district 
this morning, and also as sual there will be 
found to be but little foundation for the 
excitement in the end. The strikers: are 
going on with their ofganization quietly 
but effectually. Each day reports a number 


of stray lambs brough: bachiété the : fold of 
the union. The Russian Jews at the Donk 
mines have not been seriously interfered 
with. Emissaries from the union havé been 
at work upon them eath night, but with the 
most meagre results 8o far. The Russians 
are very poor and they havé made up their 
mindstowors at the mines or anywhere 
else until they can ‘ get money 
enough together to make a little 
start on their own actount.
